3. KAISER S MEMO HAS NOT YET GONE TO WHITE HOUSE. IT 
SHOULD BE SIGNED TODAY OR TOMORROW. 

4. MEXICO. OUR EMBASSY HAS RECOMMENDED THAT SOCIAL 
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WORKING GROUP MEETING BE HELD AUGUST 1 1-12. PREVIOUSLY, 

THEY SUGGESTED AUGUST 9 BECAUSE ANDY YOUNG WAS LEAVING 
MEXICO ON AUGUST 8. NOW THEY RECOMMEND THAT THERE BE A 
GAP OF A COUPLE OF DAYS BETWEEN THESE TWO HIGH-LEVEL VISITS.

INTENT BUT THAT TURKEY MUST PERMIT SOME SIGNIFICANT 
MOVEMENT ON CYPRUS IF UNHEALTHY IMPASSE IS TO BE BROKEN. 

6. CSCE. OUTLINES OF DURATION COMPROMISE ARE CONTAINED 
IN BELGRADE 4978 WHICH HAS BEEN REPEATED TO YOU. DELEGA- 
TION IS OBVIOUSLY IN TUNE WITH OUR THINKING. SECOND DRAFT 
OF COMMISSION REPORT IS MUCH MORE STATESMANLIKE THOUGH IT 
STILL SETS OUT RATHER AMBITIOUS AGENDA FOR FUTURE IMPLE-

7. DEMIREL INTERVIEW WITH UPI. IN FIRST FOREIGN INTER- 
VIEW SINCE HIS DESIGNATION - AND AFTER ECEVIT'S VAROSHA 
STATEMENT - DEMIREL REITERATED HIS LONG HELD VIEW THAT 
CYPRUS IS A GREEK/TURKISH PROBLEM THAT CANNOT BE SOLVED 
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IF THE US KEEPS PUSHING TURKEY INTO A SETTLEMENT. HE SAID 
MORE THAN TWO YEARS OF US INTERFERENCE HAS NOT GIVEN ANY 
RESULT AND IS NOT GOING TO SETTLE THE PROBLEM. HE ADDED 
THAT HE HAD SPOKEN AT LENGTH WITH THE PRESIDENT ABOUT THIS 
IN LONDON BUT THAT HE COULD NOT PREDICT WHETHER THE US 
WOULD CHANGE ITS POLICY. HE ATTRIBUTED THIS ONCE AGAIN 
TO THE GREEK LOBBY AND PLEADED THAT "PEOPLE SHOULD SPEND 
A LITTLE MORE TIME UNDERSTANDING US TOO BECAUSE WE ARE A 
GOOD FRIEND OF THE UNITED STATES AND GOOD FRIENDS SHOULD 
NOT BE PUSHED AROUND." FYI. WE ARE SEEKING CLARIFICATION 
RE DEMIREL'S STATEMENT SINCE IT HAS RECEIVED VARIOUS 
INTERPRETATIONS HERE AND SINCE IT IS UNCLEAR WHETHER IT 
WAS GIVEN IN A GENERAL SESSION WITH FOREIGN CORRESPONDENTS, 
MOST LIKELY, OR WAS AN EXCLUSIVE TO UPI. IT IS POSSIBLE 
HE TOOK THIS RATHER INTRANSIGENT LINE IN RESPONSE TO 
THE EARLIER ECEVIT STATEMENT. THERE HAVE BEEN HOPEFUL 
SIGNS THAT THE VAROSHA PROBLEM CAN BE CONTAINED (SEVERAL 
CABLES ON THIS SUBJECT HAVE BEEN REPEATED TO YOU). THERE 
HAVE ALSO BEEN SIGNALS - IN OTHER CHANNELS - THAT 
DEMIREL DOES UNDERSTAND THE NEED FOR A CYPRUS SETTLEMENT
